Topic:  The  History  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty

Harry  is  a  graduate  of  St.  John’s  University  and  currently  is  an  agent  for 
the  Continental  Insurance  Co.  in  New  York  City  in  the  credit  insurance  department.

The  death  on  Jan.  27  of  Ed  Black, 
former  active  northern  New  Jersey 
area  numismatist,  at  his  Lakeland, 
Fla.,  home,  has  been  reported  by  his 
long-time  friend,  Charles  McSorley 
of  Closter,  N.J.  He  was  81  years  old. 

Mr.  Black  was  a  longtime  member 
of  the  Bergen  County  Coin  Club,  and 
later  founded  and  became  the  first 
president  of  the  Northern  Valley  Coin 
Club  of  Demarest,  N.J.  Following  his 
retirement  to  Florida,  he  founded  the 
Lakeland  Coin  Club,  which  he  also 
served  as  first  president. 

A  graduate  of  Muhlenberg  College 
in  Pennsylvania,  and  football  star 
there  in  the  1920s,  Mr.  Black  later 
played  professional  football  for 
Staten  Island  during  the  Depression 
years.  He  was  a  World  War  II  naval 
veteran  and  later  a  teacher  and  coach. 

Mr.  Black  was  an  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association  district  repre¬ 
sentative.  He  served  on  the  1975  U.S. 
Assay  Commission,  had  been  named 
a  Numismatic  Ambassador,  and  held 
membership  in  the  Token  and  Medal 
Society,  Florida  United  Numismatists 
and  many  other  organizations. 

Married  for  55  years,  he  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  Ann,  daughter,  Patricia 
Ann,  and  son,  Ed  Jr.
